The Georgia State Fair of 1872. 


Among the more prominent features of the 
approaching Fair will be the exhibition of 
the English Farm Locomotive or Road 
Sivamer of the Arding & Porter patent. 
This will be quite a novelty in our Btate. 
We understand that eight hundred of these 
locomotives have been manufactured, and 
that two or three of them are working with 
fine success in the State of New York. They 
are adapted also for threshing, pumping, etc., 
in addition to their ability to hau: heavy 
loads on roads in almose any condition of 
mud and dirt. 

Another interesting exhibition wilt be 
steam plowing. It has been demonstrated 
that steam plowing by “direct traction” is a 
failure, and the only practical method is by 
the capstan arrangement where there are two 
engines on opposite sides of the field and the 
plow is pulled by means of 4 capstan and 
ropes. Our farmers will lose a golden oppor- 
tunity, if they fail to witness this exhibition. 

While the public mind is so absorbed in 
the political questions of the day, let not 
our people forget the great and fundamental 
jluterest of agricultural end industrial pro- 
gress and that nothing promotes this interest 
so directly as the agricultural fairs.

The receip‘s this week are 49,000 sales—29,- 
090 more than last year, and 11,000 more than 
two years since. It is likely the receipts for 
next week will be over 60,000 bales, compared 
with 34,000 last year, and 55,000 the year 
before and the receipts at the interior towns 
32,000 sales, compared with 11,000 last year, 
and 19,000 the year before, 

The weather this week has been delightful, 
—the beginning of Indian summer; the ther- 
moneter averaging 79 degrees at noon, sky 
clear and no rain, For next week we expect 
very much the same kind of weather, possibly 
some local, but no general rain. As this is 
the equinox, most person are expecting the 
storms that often occtrs af this time of the 
year ; 80 often that they are supposed to be 
positively certain: but we have known some 
falls where there was an exemption from 
storms and we think this.may be one of them. 
The most destructive equinoxial storms we 
have usually come during the hot weather of 
August, or first of September; now it is so 
late and cool we do not expecta general

rains in the next few weeks is very likely. 

As we suggested last week, the cotton mar- 
ket has declined—New York about two 
cents a pound for spot, and nearly one cent a 
pound for contract—while Liverpool has de- 
clined one-fourth of a penny, with smal) 
sales.

Every day we are asked is this a good 
time to buy cantract for the spring months. 
There is no cotton being made hardly, and 
it must go up in the spring. 

We grant there may be a epring rise, but 
we cannot see the point of buying anything 
now, that we shall not want for six months, 
that stands the chances, four to one, of being 
lower than it is to-day; but many are so im- 
patient they cannot wait, and are pouring in 
their hard-earned dollars at the rate of one 
hundred thousand a week, into the pocket of 
Northern men, who,as a general thing, 
know but little about cotton, but do know 
that it always goes down in the fall; and 
they will, for some time to come, sell our 
Southern friends all they want, or, at least, 
all they can pay for, but when we, of the 
South, are loaded down with all we can pay 
for, and no more cash or credit to use in the 
purchase of February and March contract, 
it is likely the price may settle down, #0 
there will be money in the purchase] of 
them. 

This week the corner in gold seems to have 
culminated. Very soon bills of exchange 
will be ao plenty, drawn upon large shipment 
of cotton, that a further shipment of coin t« 
Europe will almost cease entirely; and the 
premium will settie to less than ten per cent. 

A short time since we applied to the gen- 
tlemanly agent in this city, of the associated 
press, to bave the receiptsof cotton at New 
York, both net and gross, seat forward each 
day. We see they have complied with our 
request, and as it isa very important thing 
to our cotton dealers, we thank them for 
this additional attention to the wants of their 
patrons. 

For the past few weeks we have had to 
write what seemed to be against our own in- 
terest, as well as the interest of numerous 
friends, but we know this circular has had 
no effect in affecting the price either way.
